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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
discloses, a piezoelectric device having a first electrode layer, a piezoelectric layer and 
a second electrode layer laminated on a substrate in this order. However, prior art fails 
to show, a piezoelectric layer being made of aluminum nitride and /or zinc oxide, and a 
degree of dipole-orientation of the piezoelectric layer being 55% or more. The method is 
inherent base on the structural limitations of the claims. 

3. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
